Architect D. R. AtcClure Aaa pre- 
pared tho plans for an 18,000 hospital 
building for Benton harbor and has de- 
livered them to the committee which 
has the project in hand. 


The plans are preliminary and were 
drawn to show the committee what it is 
possible to acoomplish with 18,000. The 
structure as planned is two stories in 
height, with a basement, and i» so 
arranged that as necessity requires an 
annex may be built. 
The capacity of 
the building, it is considered, would be 
sufHioient for some time to come and 
when more wards wei-e required they 
could be added by constructing an ad- 
dition without necessitating any exten- 
sion in the facilities with which the 
$8,000 building is provided in the plans. 
"Y this is meant tnat the dining room, 
..tehen, laundry and furnace room, an 
the plans propose, will{be adequate for a 
building as large as may ever be re- 
quired in Benton Harbor. These nioms 
in Mr. MeClure's plans are located In 
the basement.

Washington, March 27.—The tariff 
bill was thrown open for amendment 
undtr the flve-mlnute rule in tho house 
yesterday, but seven weary hours of 
work only served to dispose of nine 
of the 162 pages of the bill. 
All the 
amendments offered by the Democrats 
ware rejected. Three slight committee 
amendments wer« adopted, and also 
an amendment to increase the duty on 
white lead 
from 2^ to 3 cents per 
pound, the rate In the act of 18M. The 
present duty Is 
cents. It w'as said 
the Increase was asked for by a concern 
which w’as Independent of the "lead 
trust." It was adopted by a strict par­ 
ty vote. The discussion covered a wide 
range of political topics and a t times 
Was both Interesting and exciting. By 
far the most important feature of the 
day was the attempt of Dockery of 
Missouri. Cooper of Texas and others, 
backed by the entire opposition, to se­ 
cure a vote on an amendment—offered 
in a multitude of forms—which provided 
that in case any article made dutiable 
by the bill was controlled by a trust 
or combination the duty upon such ar­ 
ticle should be suspended. 


Fought the Point for Three Hour*. 
Dingley made the point of order that 
the amendment was not germane to 
the dutiable list, and would not be In 
order until the free list was reached. 
For almost three hours this point of 
order was fought over and made the 
subject of criminations and recrimina­ 
tions. The Democrats contended that if 
the amendment was ruled out it would 
nevsr be voted upon, as the free list 
in all human probability would not be 
reached l)efore the final vote was taken. 
The chair sustained the point of order. 
An appeal was taken, but the chair 
wail sustained by a strict party vote. 158 
to 104. During the debate Dingley suid: 
‘‘When the time arrives to deal with 
trusts rest assured that w*e will meet 
the question. We all understand that 
the purpose of the other side Is to de­ 
stroy revenues sought to be raised by 
this bill. “ 


Ceininltlee Amendmeata Adopted. 


One of the amendments offered w'as 
by Smith of Arizona provldinic that 
customs duties be paid in silver bullion, 
412^ grains to be equivalent to |I. The 
Democrats offered various amendment.^ 
during the reading of the bill, but they 
were all rejected. Committee amend­ 
ments. however, were In each Instance 
agreed to. The duty on carbonate of 
ammonia was Increased from IV« cents to 
1V6 cents per pound. The duty on crude 
tartar, w’ine lees,, etc., testing less than 
40 psr cent, of bltartrate of potash, was 
fixed at 1 cent, over 40 per cent. 1% 
cents. The rates on rochelle salts con­ 
taining 90 per cent, of bltartrate was 
fixed at 5 cents per pound. McMillln 
criticised the increased 
rate on cel­ 
luloid articles, saying that if the pur­ 
pose was to decrease importations that 
meant decreased revenue. “The pur­ 
pose of this bill Is not In every in­ 
stance to increase the revenue,’’ said 
Russell. “Sometimes it Is to keep Amer­ 
ican laborers at work.” 
[Republican 
Applause.]

It was lis­ 
tened to with considerable Interest and 
when it closed Clark of Missouri made 
It the text for a characteristic speech. 
“You call us the unwashed Democracy," 
he proceeded. "Give us free soap. [Great 
laughter.] Once for all I want to un­ 
load the old man of the sea. [Democrat­ 
ic applause.] Grover Cleveland is not a 
Democrat and never was," 


"Was Thomas Jefferson a Democrat?” 
put in Bromw'ell. 


“He was, and don't you forget It," 
responded Clark In his stentorian voice. 


“It la you and those who are with you 
who are forgetting U,” returned Brom­ 
well. “Mr. Jefferson stopped the coin­ 
age of silver and supported protection." 
(Republican applause.] 


“That Is a historic He," said Clark. 
*‘It la on a par with the statement that 
Madison was a Federalist. The trouble 
is the histories are written by New 
England people. 
There will never be 
any truth In history until the Yankees 
quit writing history and the southern 
people b^ln," [Uproarious laughter.] 
In reply to a taunt that the Demo­ 
crats were seeking delay Dockery said 
that no such tactics were being pur­ 
sued on his side.

HALFOÜH DEFIES THE I.IUERALS. 


ClialieagM Them to A ttem pt a Tot« of 
Ccasure on th« Cretan Policy. 


London, March 27.—An im portant dis­ 
cussion took place in the house of com­ 
mons yesterday during the considera­ 
tion of the foreign ofHce estimates. John 
Morley, In the absence of the Liberal 
leader. Sir W illiam Vernon Harcourt, 
criticised at length and with great vigor 
the action of the powers In the Greco- 
Cretan affair and Invited the govern­ 
ment to take the country Into its confl- 
dence by a clear deflnltion of policy. 
He said that autonomy was a mere 
phrase, because the porte reserved the 
power to discuss its form and its de­ 
tail. It had been adm itted by Lord 
Salisbury th at the eventual outcome' 
would probably be the annexation of 
Crete to Greece, yet in spite of this ad­ 
mission Great B ritain assisted the po\v- 
ers In the blockade. 


In this way Great B ritain was made 
to pursue a policy opposed to the real 
convictions of the 
governm ent 
and 
against the sym pathy 
and the con­ 
victions of the English people. How 
could autonomy, he asked, be w’orked 
out without 
the co-operation of the 
Cretans? Who w’as to be the governor 
of the Island? Not a Turk, 
surely. 
That would be too great a scandal. If 
the governor was to be a Greek, then 
why not have annexation a t once, w ith­ 
out making two bites of the cherry. 


Balfour, replying said that the powers 
had taken the scheme of autonom y In 
hand, and would not be bound by the 
voice of any but themselves, lie said 
Moerly ought not to have made such 
a speech, and th at parliam ent ought 
not to continue the discussion. 
The 
Cretan question was only a fragment 
of the policy of the great powers in 
eastern Europe. 


"We have already had,” he continued, 
"three Inconclusive disuussiouH. 
Don’t 
let us have a fourth: let us have the 
m atter out In the proper way. If the 
opposition considers that the policy of 
the government Is opposed to the wlHhes 
of the country the proper course is to 
move a vote of censure. Until that is 
done we shall certainly oppose all en­ 
deavors to hamper the action of the 
government. Let the opposition screw 
its courage up to that point or aliandon 
the practice of nightly criticising small 
portions of our policy."
